Ray is not known to have ever had a bank account but is 
known to have maintained a safe deposit box. All safe deposit boxes 
are being checked in selected cities where he might logically maintain 
such a box. In a similar project to identify any possible payoff to Ray, 
various selected field divisions are checking alj withdrawals from 
banks in the amount of $10, 000 or more during'April, 1968. 
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When Ray purchased his Mustang in Birmingham in 
August, 1967, he made a point of not driving it until he had obtained 
a driver's License in the name of Eric S.' Galt. Driv er' s lic ens e records 
ii^allstatesand the District of Colu mbia are being c hie eked fqr_a.ll new_ 
driv er's licenses issued since 4- 1-68. To illustrate - the scope of this 
project, gver 675 , 000 licenses have b een issued si nce 4-1-68. in 
California, over 6 00, 000 have_been-issuedin Texas, and in Vir ginia 
t Kose is sued_s ince 4.-J-68. are not segregated from those issued for 
the entire year, mak ing it necessary to examine 2 , 000. 000 li cense s.

As a result of the unprecedented publicity that has been 
given to Ray's fugitive statys,"' suspects are being continuously reported 
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throughout the field. AJl^uspec^ arejmmediately processed, 
and up to the present ti me more than 800 suspects have been 
underpin vesti gatio n. 

In a ddition to Widespread investigation throughout the 
United States, Canada, and Mexi co , specific inquiries have been 
made in various other foreign countriesT~incIuding England^ 
Germany, Rhodesia^ the Netherlands Antilles^ Guatemala, 
Venezuela^ New Zealand, Australia , Japan, Jamaica^ Honduras, 
Italy and Ber muda 

As a result of the massive investigation conducted 
in this case, James Earl Ray has been identified as the subject 
and substantial evidence has been developed for prosecutive use 
as soon as he is apprehended. 
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This investigation is continuing to receive top 
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priority attention. 
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
